THE MAN WHO GAVE NEW DIRECTION TO OUR ARRL HAS DIED, VICTOR C. CLARK, 
W4KFC, PRESIDENT OF THE LEAGUE, PASSED AWAY AT ABOUT 10:30 P.M. ON FRIDAY, 
NOVEMBER 25TH, AFTER SUFFERING A MASSIVE HEART ATTACK. VIC HAD GONE TO 
THE HOSPITAL ON THANKSGIVING DAY COMPLAINING OF CHEST PAINS; HE WAS THERE 
WHEN THE FATAL ATTACK OCCURRED. FOR SEVERAL YEARS, VIC HAD A HISTORY OF 
HEART PROBLEMS,,BUT HE NEVER LET IT STAND IN THE WAY OF EXPRESSING HIS 
LOVE OF AMATEUR RADIO BY WORKING TOWARDS ITS SURVIVAL AND PROSPERITY 
ON A DAY TO DAY BASIS. 

VIC HELD AN EXTRA CLASS LICENSE AND WAS THE FIRST RECIPIENT OF THE 


HIRAM PERCY MAXIM AWARD. HE SERVED AS ROANOKE DIVISION DIRECTOR FOR EIGHT 
YEARS, AND ANOTHER SIX YEARS AS AN ARRL VICE PRESIDENT BEFORE ASCENDING 
TO THE LEAGUE’S PRESIDENCY IN 1982. 

ARRL FIRST VICE PRESIDENT CARL SMITH, W@BWJ, WILL SERVE AS ACTING 
LEAGUE PRESIDENT UNTIL A PERMANENT SUCCESSOR IS CHOSEN BY THE BOARD OF 
DIRECTORS; NEW ELECTONS WERE ALREADY SCHEDULED FOR MARCH 26-27.

#### DITS AND DAHS #### 


THE FCC ON DECEMBER 14, 1983, VOTED IN THE STRONGEST POSSIBLE 
MANNER TO RETAIN THE MORS CODE REQUIREMENT FOR ALL CLASSES OF AMATEUR 
RADIO LICENSES. PRIVATE RADIO BUREAU CHIEF ROBERT FOOSANER SAID THAT 
THE AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE IS WELL, THRIVING, AND PRVIDING AN EXCELLENT 
SERVICE TO THE AMERICAN PUBLIC. HE STRONGLY RECOMMENDED THAT FCC MAINTAIN 
THE CODE REQUIREMENT, ENDORSE THE SERVICE AS IT IS, AND BURY THE CONCEPT 
OF NO CODE. 

CHAIMAN MARK FOWLER STATED THAT THE CODE IS VERY IMPORTANT AND IN 
SOME CASES ESSENTIAL FOR GETTING THE MESSAGE THROUGH. HE SAID FURTHER 
THAT RADIO AMATEURS HAVE CONTRIBUTED VITALLY TO THE COUNTRY AND RECENT- 
LY WERE STALWART IN PERFORMING COMMUNICATIONS WITH GRENADA. THE VOTE 
WAS UNANIMOUS TO REJECT THE CONCEPT OF NO CODE....ARRL BULLETIN #134... 


INFORMATION FROM THE LEAGUE INDICATES THAT THE VOLUNTEER EXAMINER 
PROGRAM IS MOVING, BUT STILL HAS SOME OBSTACLES TO OVERCOME BEFORE FINAL 
IMPLEMENTATION. 

THE PRESIDENT HAS SIGNED THE BILL AUTHORIZING REIMBURSEMENT FOR 
OUT OF POCKET EXPENSES INCURRED BY VOLUNTEER EXAMINERS. THE DETAILS OF 
IMPLEMENTING THIS BILL WILL HAVE TO BE WORKED OUT BY THE FCC AND THE 
PERSONAL RADIO BUREAU. INDICATIONS ARE THAT THIS COULD DELAY FINAL 
IMPLEMENTATION FOR SEVERAL MONTHS. 

A POSSIBLE SOLUTION IS TO IMPLEMENT THE PROGRAM IMMEDIATELY AND 
RESOLVE THE REIMBURSEMENT ISSUE LATER. THIS RISKS A SUBSTANTIAL EXPENSE 
TO THE ARRL AS VOLUNTEER EXAMINER COORDINATOR IF THE PROCESS DRAGS ON. 
APPARENTLY, THE FCC CONSIDERS THE ARRL AS THE PRIME VEC FOR THE PROGRAM 
AND WILL MOVE AHEAD ON THIS BASIS. 

ALL OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE AND ORGANIZATIONAL PROCESSES ARE PROCEED- 
ING AND THINGS LOOK GOOD FOR FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE VOLUNTEER EXAMINER 
PLAN WITH THE ARRL AS THE PRIME VEC WITHIN THE NEXT FEW MONTHS. 


IF YOU WANT TO BE A VOLUNTEER EXAMINER IN THIS PROGRAM, SUBMIT YOUR 
NAME, CALL, LICENSE CLASS, AND MAILING ADDRESS TO THE ARRL OR TO ANY 
OFFICER OF THE FRAMINGHAM AMATEUR RADIO ASSOCIATION. ...cscecececceceece 


THE FCC HAS ANNOUNCED THAT THERE WILL BE AN IMMEDIATE CUTBACK OF 
ALL FCC AMATEUR RADIO LICENSE EXAMINATIONS, BEGINNING IN 1984, THERE WILL 
ONLY BE FOUR EXAM PERIODS PER YEAR. THIS WILL TAKE EFFECT THROUGHOUT THE 
UNITED STATES. 

THE EXAM DATES FOR 1984 ARE AS FOLLOWS.

THESE DATES WILL APPLY TO COMMERCIAL LICENSES, AS WELL, ANY 
AMATEUR INTERESTED IN UPGRADING MUST SEND A FORM 619 AND A COPY OF THEIR 
AMATEUR LICENSE, INTERIM PERMIT OR CODE CREDIT CERTIFICATION, TO THE 
OFFICE WHERE THEY PLAN TO TAKE THE EXAMINATION. THESE MUST BE RECEIVED 
BY THE FCC NO LATER THAN THE DEADLINE DATE GIVEN FOR EACH EXAM PERIOD.
